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1955 FIELD DAY JUNE 25 and 26 


Like the man sez, "... and awa-a-a~ay we gol". If the present interest in 
Field Day is any indication of the support the Club can expect on June 25th and 26th 
we should have an even more bang-up time than last year. Plans are pretty weil 
crystalized, and this is the way things shape up at present. 


After much discussion, kidding around, blind all#ys, and plain lack of time, it was 
decided to hold this year's blow-out (accent on BLOW) at Fairview, where we were 
last year. For the new members who may be interested, Fairview is a high spot near 
Norristown. We have word that this year the owners will cut the grass for us. Also, 
the rabbits and gophers in the area‘ have been instructed to fill their holes so 
W3IW won't sprain his pinky again. Just to be on the safe side we are going to be 
insured to the hilt. If you have been having trouble with a sore arm or leg come on 
out on FD and break it right. Seriously though, we could get into a lot of trouble 
if someone was injured and the insurance idea is a good one. 


Since our weather luck can't possibly last two years in a row the antenna masts will 
be erected the week before, or possibly some evening before the contest. W3CNO is 
supplying some sky towers and of course W3SGR will be on hand with his one man pretzel! 
Frenchy comes thru on the shelter problem again with more tents like we had before 


We are in the three transmitter classification again. There will be two Viking II 
transmitters. It seems to pay off using high power in spite khe of the slight 
multiplier loss. One Viking will be used on 80/75 at all times while the other 

is being used qn 40. If we run out of CW operators, the 10M rig will go on phone 

on 40 or 15. Several fellows have offered the use of their 2M Gonset Communicators 
and of course the trailer rig will be operating ten as last year. It will probably 
be on almost continuously to handle traffic, Receivers will be HQ=-129X's. The 
proposed 80M antenna is W3NIP's folded dipole with spliced lead-in. To make operation 
on 0 and 15 possible we will use a 67 foot wire fed with 300 ohm line from a | 
Matchbox. If weather and energy permit there will be a hand rotated 2M beam erected. 


Since we are a mobile club, several of the boys have’ suggested that we enter the 
Club-Aggregate Mobile event. Under the ARRL rules for FD, any club may submit the 
combined scores of all its members who operated mobile during the contest. This 
gives us a great opportunity to show our stuff. If you run under 30 watts in your 
mobhle you get a multiplier of 13.5 so it's easy to see how a big score can be run 
up, especially by the multi-band boys. It should be easy to get thirty or forty 
contacts in an hour or two and in addition, if you originate a FD message, you get 
an additional 25 points that is multiplied by 13.5. Next month there will be a 
sample message form in the Blurb showing what info mst be included in your message. 
In order to stimulate interest in individual mobile operation during the contest 
there will be a Club prize of $3$$5.00 awarded to the operator submitting the log 
with the highest score. (Yes, you have to keep a log.) 


As done last year, a sked sheet will be passed around at the meetings. If you would 
like to assist in any way, sign up for the time you think you might be available. 
Bven if you are not sure if you can make it, sign up, because it will be a useful 
guide for additional planning. More info next month.
